No man whom I ever knew gave 
his whole life so single-heartedly and 
devotedly to the service of another 
as Louis McHenry Howe to Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. I have xknown Louis 
Howe for more than twenty years.

PERENNIAL FLOWERS 


Sooner or later the average gar- 
dener will come to the question of 
perennial flowers. Even with a very 
small space at his or her disposal 
there is a big advantage in having 
something of a more or less perman- 
ent character. With perennials there 
is something to build the rest of the 
garden around and there are less 
likely to be long blank periods when 
there is no bloom available. After a 
few years general advice will not be 
needed because the gardener will go 
on extending in building up a private 
collection of books. About a dozen 
different varieties will make a fair 
foundation and in the following list 
it should be remembered that there 
‘are literally scores of colors and 
types for each.

what he writes. 


But did you ever think that unknown mer- 


The manufacturer learned long a- 
go that the consumer is boss, and 
now government is learning the same 
advertising lesson. The consumer 
and the citizen are one and the same 
person, and if he can be sold goods 
by advertising, he can be sold legis- 
j lation by the same means. This is 
exactly what the President is doing 
jand his action is big with promise 
for the future of both government 
and advertising. 
| Another portent which may fore- 
‘shadow tremendous things in adver- 
;tising is the advent of truth. Yes, 
dear reader, I mean exactly that. 
For an experiment is being tried in 
'New York which may prove a land- 
‘mark in advertising history. 

There is a legend that a one-time 
‘advertising manager of Wanamak- 
er’s, seeking store news asked a de- 
partment head: “What you 
' got?" 
| “I've got 168 raincoats that aren. 
worth a damn, and I’m going to sell 
them for $18." 

' ‘To the horror of that department 
head and the dismay of his superiors 
‘the advertisement appeared in the 
morning papers in just those words. 
'But before any protest could be reg- 
istered, buyers began to arrive and 
before noon the last of those rain- 
coats had been sold. 

! But what I refer to specifically is 
the courageous venture of Gimbels. 
This gives the gist of their prelimin- 
ary announcement: 

For years on end, we at Gimbels 
have been thinking that we have 
been telling the truth... But what 
we have been telling was, so to 
| speak, “commercial truth.” We 
would tell you, quite honestly, that 
a certain pair of curtains had been 
copied, in design, from a famous 
model, that the colors were pleasing 
‘and that the price was very low. Ev- 
jery word of this was true. But we 
have failed to say that the curtains 
would probably fade after one or two 
/Seasons of wear... 

From now on, all Gimbels adver- 
tising will be—‘‘The truth, the whole 
| truth, and nothing but the truth. 

Since that forthright announce- 
‘ment the regular daily advertise- 
‘ments have contained such disarm- 
ing paragraphs as this: 

We have taken the 243 accumulat- 
ed rugs and slashed their prices for 
a one-day sell out. They’re not all in 
‘the colors interior decorators choose. 
‘A few are unquestionably lemons. 
But the great majority are in good 
taste. ... 

At least two results should follow 
such a policy from the start. Im- 
mediately the advertising ‘becomes 
more interesting to the reader, and 
reader confidence is greatly enhanc- 
ed. 

If advertising can be used to sim- 
\plify the difficulties of legislation, 
and further, if advertising can be 
juade dependable, believing vehicle, 
‘interesting because of its truth and 
sincerity, an amazing future opens 
before it. A force which has done so 
much to distribute all sorts of goods 
is not going to be overlooked when 
‘it cmes. to distributing ideas. There 
‘are movements, trends, undertakings 
of the utmost import to the human 
race that need now only advertising 
—that is, public knowledge—to make 
them vigorously effective on a large 
scale. 
| Take the surplus wheat with which 
America has long struggled. Every 
way of disposing of it has been triea 
except the obvious one of eating it. 
That we could have eaten it if it had 
been sold to us (by advertising of 
course) can be shown by a few fig- 
ures. The annual per-capita  con- 
sumption of wheat is now four and 
one-fifth bushels. Before the war it 
was five and two-fifths bushels. That 
one and one-fifth bushels is surplus. 
The drop in wheat consumption was 
caused by several things. First war 
propaganda, ‘conserve the wheat for 
the men fighting in Europe.” Next 
the slenderness fad which put mil- 
tions of women on diet. Also the

Jt was published in “The American 
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prosperous years taught us to eat 
many new and more expensive foods 
and cut down on bread, rolls, apa- 
ghetti, and other foods in which 
wheat is the largest ingredient. What 
advertising has done, advertising can 
undo. The people can be brought 
back to wheat by the same means 
through which they were weaned 
from it—by propaganda, a form of 
advertising. 

Only part of the immense sums to 
(peg the price of wheat would be 
needed to advertise it back to its 
former popularity, and the govern- 
ment would not only have solved its 
emergéncy problem but provided a 
future market. What would such 
a concern as the du Ponts do with 
such a problem? The end of the war 
found them with large stocks of ni- 
trocellulose on hand and no market 
for it. The chemists found peace- 
time uses for it, a hundred new pro- 
ducts were sold by advertising, and 
the whole world was wrapped in cel- 
lophane. 

Disease and war, two enemies of 
mankind that need only public know- 
ledge and public opinion to fade out 
of civilization, are both fair targets 
for this new ‘public welfare” adver- 
tising we are prophesying. We al- 
ready have a working model of how 
the first might be accomplished and 
a workable plan for actomplishing 
the other. 

Medical science has gone so far 10 
‘its conquest of certain contagious 
and other diseases that I venture to 
say its greatest obstacle is now ig- 
norance—the ignorance of people as 
a whole. For the remedies  neces= 
sary, particularly prevention or im- 
munizing, require a wide, general co- 
operation, which depends on know- 
ledge and education. 

Diphtheria is no longer the men- 
ace it was; the end is almost in 
sight. A wide, thorough, and con- 
stant dissemination of the infonma- 
tion that inoculation with toxin-an- 
ti-toxin immunizes the patient who 
in time cut the death rate to zero. 
I cite diphtheria as an instance be- 
cause it is one of the subjects se- 
lected for its admirable health pro- 
motion by the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company. 
years that it has urged communities 
threatened with epidemic to take this 
scientific precaution, mortality has 
been cut one-half. Also its instruc- 
tions for artificial respiration in 
cases of near drowning have saved 
many lives. This company’s adver- 
tising is but a prospectus of what an 
enlightened nation could and should 
do on a scale as wide as the effort 
that sold six billions of war. bonds 
in a few weeks. 

There is a workable plan for 
stamping out war by advertising. It 
was prepared not by an impractical 
pacifist, but by Bruce Barton, a hard- 
boiled advertising man. The plan is 
as sane, as documented, as practical 
as ever submitted to a_ cigarette 
manufacturer or motor car magnate.
